The Russians have been rewriting history 
for their own benefit for so long that their 
constant tinkering with event? is expected. 
But It did occasion some surprise when they 
tried to cram one of their rewritten scripts 
down Marshal Tito's throat. 

On the arrival of top Soviet leaders at Bel- 
grade, Nlkita Khrushchev, generally regard- 
ed today as the Kremlin's No. 1 man, said 
the aeven-year period of bad relations be 
twecn Russia and Yugoslavia was all a hor 
-rlble-mtstake. He blamed the whole thing on 
misinformation given Moscow by the late 
Lavrentl Berla. executed former Soviet secret 
poKcO-Chlef. 

No more perfect example could be had of 
jhfr-worklngs-of-Uusslan-stratcgy. The. lacU 
of the Tltb-Stalln break are quite otherwise. 
The Russians well know that Tito has not for- 
gotten the facts. But still they are willing 
to offer their transparent little rewrite, and 
even eat same humble pfe In public,

fled the Kremlin in 1048 by asserting his In- 
dependence of Soviet dictation In economic 
affairs, the Russians were swollen with con- 
fidence borne ol many successes In postwar

They menaced the Yugoslavs with every- 
thing short of war. For a time tho free world 
felt tho ;Kremlln would not even balk at war. 
Only the swiftest indications that the west 
-would not-staad Idly by In suc h a conflict may 

have prevented It. _ - 

But much has happened In Europe and the 
world since 1948. The great central facts are 
the development of the sweeping NATO de- 
fense arc. with the Inclusion of a soon-to-be-^ 
rearme'Swest d'ermany. - - ■ - ~ 
It was the formal seal on this latter event 
which triggered tho Russians Jnto a new 
strategy. That eicplalns the sudden great 
haste to conclude a peace treaty with an 
Austria that will be neutralized. That ex- 
plains the eager Soviet talk of a-neutralized

And that explains why, the Russians sud- 
denly say they are awfully sorry for their 
rude behavior toward Tito and would "like 
to ba - bosom ' cdhirades with the marshal 
again.

By thls approach to dlplonmcy, the Rus- 
sians demonstrate that they are still outland- 
ers In human society, and have no wish to bo 
regarded as anything else.
